INCOME TAX FORMS 


When you make out your income 
tax form for 1920 and send it to the 
inspector of taxation at Calgary, you 
will this year be required to attach a 
cheque for at least 25 per cent, of the 
amount of your tax as figured by 
yourself. 

This new departure in collecting 
the income tax this year was an¬ 
nounced by Thorburn Allan, inspector 
of taxation for Alberta, and confirms 
news dispatches to that effect. 

Mr. Allan was in Lethbridge look r 
ing over the ground, and it is quite 
possible that a branch of his office 
may be established there for purposes 
of information and investigation. No- 
vhiug definite was available on thi; 
from Mr. Allan, however. 

Ihe new method of collecting in¬ 
come taxes as outlined by Mr. Allan 
iollows somewhat after the plan 
adopted in the Unite;) States. The 
chief new feature is that it places the 
onus of deciding the amount of in¬ 
come tax payable by any person or 
firm on the person or firm, and it is

It is expected by the commissioner 
of taxation that all the income tax 
forms for the year 1920 will be avail¬ 
able for* distribution within two weeks 
at the office of the inspector of taxa¬ 
tion for the various districts through¬ 
out Canada. Although.these forms 
are to be distributed, the income 
blanch wants it-to be distinctly under¬ 
stood that the onus of obtaining the 
forms on which to file the returns, of 
the income earned aeceived during 
1920 still rests in each case with the 
taxpayers, and that non-receipt of a 
form will not be an excuse for not 
paying the tax' at the’ proper time. 

Every form this year when filled 
out, must be returned to the Inspector 
of taxation in the district of the re- | 
spective taxpayers. Last year forms I 
13, T4 and T5, covering salaries and 
wages paid to employees and divi¬ 
dends to shareholders were all .forward' 
cd to the department at Ottawa. But 
this 1 year they will be* filed with the | 
inspector of taxation, as well as form j 
T1 and T2 for returns of corporations i 
and individuals.
